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(54) COMMAND EXECUTION CONTROL SYSTEM 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To provide a command execution control 
system which can quickly respond to the inquiry 
concerning the execution condition of the command and 
command procedure of a user and predict and display 
the time necessary to the execution of the command 
and command procedure. 

CONSTITUTION: In the dispersion type system in which 
the system is a computer system having a host 
computer and a work station and the command inputted 
from 8 work station side and the command procedure 
constituted of plural command groups are executed at a 
host computer 1 side, at the host computer 1 side, the 
execution hysteresis information is recorded together 
with the command and command procedure, and at a 
work station 2 side, a means 6 to record the command 
execution progress condition at the time of the 
command execution is provided, the information of the 
recording means is referred to, the time until the 
execution of the command and command procedure is 
completed is predicted and informed to a user.

[Function] 

In the command execution control system according to the present 
invention, a region in which information, such as execution history is 
stored, is set up in a host calculator or workstation side as follows: 

(1) In order to predict the execution duration of a command or a 
command procedure, the activation history region of a command or a 
command procedure is set to a host computer side, the execution 
duration for every command or command procedure is recorded 
whenever the execution of a command or a command procedure 
finishes, so that the execution duration can be predicted from the 
history information next time when the command or command 
procedure is executed. 

(2) For notifying a user of the activation progress situation of the 
command procedure, set the region for recording the activation 
situation of the command procedure to a workstation side, and store 
the information at the time of termination into this field whenever 
execution of each command in the command procedure performed by 
the host computer side is completed. This makes it possible to 
respond to an execution state inquiry of the command procedure from 
a user by referring to the information recorded by the workstation side 
without performing an inquiry/response with a host calculator. 

The processing contents of the command or command procedure which 
are executed by a user are a routine task in many cases. Also, the time 
necessary for the execution is likely to be constant and similar in many 
cases. Then, the necessary execution time of the command to be 
started can be estimated based on the activation duration of the 
command that was executed before. By notifying a user who issued 
the command of this estimated prediction time, it allows the user to 
mitigate the mental burden to wait for termination of a command 
patiently in front of the terminal. Furthermore, although a user may 
issue a status display command in order to check the activation 
progress situation of the issued command, this increases the amount of 
communication traffics between the host calculator and the workstation, 
which in turn results in making the host calculator that performs 



condition reference processing produce the overhead of processing. 
Then, whenever each command of the command procedure is 
completed, a response from a user can be realized without hanging a 
load on useless traffics and putting a load on a host calculator by 
notifying the completion of each command to a workstation and 
managing independently by the workstation side. In other words, if 
the aforementioned system is used, a user interface can be improved, 
maintaining processing in a calculator system and a communication 
overhead at minimum. 
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
